desirable commodity, but I have never ceased won- 
dering at the people who regard it as the measure of 
suCCeSS. 

One of these people sat next me in the dining room of a 
steamship bound for Palermo, Italy. A friend of mine, 
Peter Klotz, who was archabbot of the monastery at 
Salzburg, kept reminding the stranger of great men who 
have left their mark on our civilizations, but who never had 
enough for more than the barest necessities. ‘‘Neverthe- 
less,’ our materialist insisted, “‘money is the only available 
measure of success. I defy you to prove otherwise.”’ 

Peter’s patience was exhausted. 

‘Potatoes are the measure of success,”’ he blurted. “‘I 
defy you to prove otherwise.”’ 

Well, potatoes could be the measure of success. After all, 
money is only a token, and, in far times and places, people 
have used sea shells and coconuts as that token, instead of 
silver and greenbacks. If what a man wants most is coins 
or sea shells, his success must be measured by their acquisi- 
tion. If he were starving, and fared forth to find food, the 
measure of his success might be how many potatoes he 
brought back. On the other hand, if this man’s dominant 
desire were to make a better mousetrap, or to write 
beautiful music or poetry, or to be an honest and valuable 
citizen, loved by his family and helpful to the community, 
then it seems evident that he is successful according to the 
virtue of his mousetraps, or his music or poetry, or his 
social life. ‘“Success,’’ says the dictionary, “‘is the favorable 
or prosperous termination of anything attempted, as 
wealth, position, or the like.’’ But it is fortunate for this 
planet that what so many of its denizens have attempted 
is better mousetraps, or employment for steam or elec- 
tricity, or peetry or painting or music, or self-respect, or 
improvement in the condition of the race. 


Besa knows that money can be a very useful and 


Waar everyone wants to attain is happiness, but it would 
be difficult to establish that the fabulously rich King 
Croesus was happier than the Greek sculptor Praxiteles; 
that making or spending money brings greater happiness 
than making immortal figures of marble. The happiest men 
certainly are those who are most successful in what they 
want to accomplish. Keats must have been very happy 
when he finished his Ode on a Grecian Urn, and Beethoven 
when he reached the heights of a great symphony; but 
they were probably no happier, and proportionally no more 
successful, than the lad who graduates after paying his 
way through college, or repaying the faith of the parents 
who sent him there; or the man who at the end of the day 
returns to a home he has provided and a dinner he has 
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earned; or the woman who has kept the home comfortable 
and knows the dinner is good. 

I’m not “snooting”’ wealth; it’s a mighty useful by- 
product, but the most successful men are those who have 
always regarded it as a by-product. And, as the sole measure 
of success, it’s not even potatoes, but applesauce. In his 
whole life, the great master Schubert didn’t earn as much 
as Irving Berlin has earned in a month, or the poet Schiller 
as much as Edgar Guest. But Irving and, Edgar would be 
the last to call themselves more successful than Schubert 
or Schiller. Once I saw a letter in which Emerson agreed to 
lecture for five dollars and a feed of oats for his horse. Can 
I delude myself that I am a better lecturer than Emerson 
because my fee is higher? 


I KNOW a man who failed in business; his partner went 
into bankruptcy and escaped responsibility, but my friend 
got a job and devoted half of his meager wages to paying 
the firm’s debts. I think that failure was a success. I know 
a woman who worked in an office so that her husband 
might write a book that required thought and tranquillity 
and research. The book is a classic, and I think that woman 
is a success, too. I know a draftsman in an industrial plant 
who spent his savings and every spare hour establishing a 
current-events forum in his rather benighted town. And a 
government clerk in Washington who worked fifty years 
without being late once or missing a day, and hundreds 
of people all over the country who are doing their jobs, and 
being useful and happy and extremely successful citizens 
on twenty or thirty or fifty dollars a week. 

Most of us get what we desire most. When I was a boy, 
I observed that it wasn’t the best or the handsomest lads 
who were the favorites with the girls, but those who 
devoted themselves chiefly to winning their favor. Later, 
I found that the richest men were not necessarily the 
ablest, or even the thriftiest or hardest-working, but the 
men who wished money more than anything else. An 
author of my acquaintance recently refused an opulent 
salary in Hollywood because he preferred smaller sums for 
the kind of writing he enjoyed. Could he be called unsuc- 
cessful because he didn’t get what he didn’t want? 

A dramatist named Alfred Sutro once wrote a fine, 
if forgotten, play called ‘‘A Maker of Men,” in which a 
bank clerk returns. home, after missing promotion, and 
says, ‘I see other men getting on; what have J done?”’ 

His wife answers: ‘““You have made a woman love you. 
You have given me respect for you, and admiration, and 
loyalty, and devotion — everything a man can give his 
wife, except luxury, and that I don't need. Shall you call 
yourself a failure, who within these four walls are the great- 
est success?”’ 

Isn’t she right? The question persuades me to tell a 
story I have told and written very often, but I can think 
of no other summing-up so complete. It deals with a friend 
whose wife went to school with my wife. Those two have 
been together now for forty years or more. On the smallest 
of small salaries, they’ve paid for their home and reared 
two fine boys. One hot afternoon on Fifth Avenue, I met 
Fred, looking rather grubby. He was wearing a shiny old 
blue-serge suit, and perhaps you know how blue serge can 
shine, and where. So I asked, “‘Why can’t you treat your- 
self a little better these days? You’re not so young now.”’ 


Erep answered, rather shamefacedly: “‘That’s just it 
I’m not as young as I was, and so I’m hanging on to an 
awful lot of life insurance. I want to be very certain that 
Betty ll be all mght when I’m gone.”’ 

He turned away from me and walked down Fifth Avenue, 
and a ray of sunshine fell on that glossy suit. And, sud- 
denly, I saw — not shiny blue serge — but shining armor. 
I saw a man with spurs on his boots, and a sword at his 
side, and the colors of the woman he loved in his plumed 
helmet. And I said to myself, ‘What is the difference 
between that man and a knight of old? Knights fought 
perhaps twenty minutes in the lists for their ladies; Fred 
has fought for Betty all his life, and he'll go on fighting 
until he dies.”’ 

There are millions of that man. Alexander’s army 
marches to work every morning, and fights a battle for the 
women it loves, and comes home in the evening to castles 
where those women are keeping the flag flying. Nobody 
doubts that Alexander was a success, but what of these men 
and women? Without their kind of success, all the tri- 
umphs of King Midas, and Alexander himself, and even of 
Beethoven, and Keats, and Edison would have been only 
lightning flashes over a sterile and chaotic world. 
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I George Agnew Chamberlain’s short story 
“Only One Answer’’— Pages 4 and 5——one of 
the characters produces a device to destroy 
submarines. Maybe you'll be inclined to say, 
“Oh, well, that’s only fiction!”’ In that case 
read Commander Edward Ellsberg’s strictl 

factual article, ‘“The War Explodes a Yankee 
Idea,”’ a few pages farther on in the magazine. 
It tells the true story of the man who invented 
the now-famed magnetic mine. Once again 
fact and fiction supplement each other.

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"You're no third baseman~—get out and pitch!" 
That remark put Bucky Walters on the road to 
fame. The surprising story of how ‘switching’ 
can make baseball stars—and even win pennants

uT I don’t know anything about 
pitching!”’ 

Third Baseman Bucky Walters 
scaled his glove disgustedly into the Phillies’ 
dugout, took a passing kick at the water 
bucket. 

“You've got a monthof this spring-training 
season left to learn,’’ snapped Manager 
Jimmy Wilson. Then he added, striding away: 
“As a third baseman you'll starve!”’ 

Walters winced. It had pretty nearly come 
true already. Bucky had failed at third base 
with the Boston Braves in 1931 and 1932; 
he had fizzled dismally when Multimuillionaire 
Tom Yawkey bought him in 1934 to protect 
the hot corner for his Boston Red Sox. And 
now the chance with the lowly Phillies, one 
last grab at salvation before the dizzying 
slide into baseball oblivion, seemed to be 
slipping away from him fast. 

Earlier that same March afternoon in 1935, 
in a Florida training game with the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, ground balls had beaten a telltale 
tattoo on Bucky’s shins. And he had looked 
terrible at the plate. 

It hadn’t been very difficult for Jimmy 
Wilson to decide then and there that Johnny 
Vergez was to be the Phillies’ third baseman.

So Wilson told Walters to start pitching. 
Jimmy knew the kid threw a natural ‘‘sinker’”’ 
ball with an arm as supple and pliant as a 
rawhide whip; he knew it because the two, 
having been neighbors since their kid days in 
Philadelphia, always warmed up together 
before games. 

The manager had hopes for Bucky as a 
pitcher. Bucky had none. 

The next day on the practice field they had 
it out — Walters and Wilson. 

“I wouldn’t mind trying to pitch,” said 
Bucky, “‘if it weren't for the wife and young- 
ster. I’ve been in baseball now for six years, 
and if I’m ever going to make good it will be 
at third base. That’s the only position I know. 
I just can’t start to experiment now. Suppose 
I fail?”’ 

“You've failed already at third,’’ snapped 
Wilson, “‘so you've got nothing to lose!”’ 

But to put Walters’ heart in his work, Wil- 


son made him an amazing offer that clinched 
one of baseball’s most unusual experiments 
and was soon to write National League his- 
tory. 

“For every winning game you pitch this 
coming season,”’ said Wilson, “‘I’ll give you 
twenty-five dollars out of my own pocket.” 

‘““Sold,”’ said Walters. 

Bucky's first season as a 
pitcher cost Wilson $175. The 
next cost them both plenty — 
in mortification. Bucky lost 
twenty-one games for the Phils! 

But he kept his word and dog- 
gedly kept on trying to learn to 
pitch. 

That is the same William 
Henry Walters who hoisted the 
Cincinnati Reds, who ended up 
in last place in 1937, into the 
World Series last fall by winning 
twenty-seven ball games — 
more than any other pitcher had 
captured since Dizzy Dean was 
in his prime with the Gashouse 
Gang. 

And the flop third baseman 
who thought he couldn’t pitch §

was named the National League’s most valu- 
able player for 1939! 


Luar is the same story — in essence 
that’s written every March and April in the 
training camps of major-league clubs. Every 
spring in Florida, Texas and California, 
dozens of ballplayers are transplanted, as 
it were; hardly half the stars in the big leagues 
have made good at positions they started out 
in. 

Some players resist, as Walters did, the 
shuffling that goes in these big-league ‘“‘new 
deals.”’ Hank Greenberg, star first baseman 
for seven campaigns and two World Series 
for the Detroit Tigers, for a long time fought 
efforts to switch him to the outfield; this 
spring, however, Home Run Henry is giving 
in. He’s conceding first base to slugger Rudy 
York, who proved a misfit at other positions, 
and, under mild protest, is taking his first 
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Bucky Walters: for six 
years he was a failure 


Galan’s “‘switch’’ meant Series money 


lessons in outfielding at the Tigers’ Florida 
base. 

And it was to protect himself from being 
switched back to the outfield that Benny 
McCoy, the luckiest rookie of the year, 
signed one of baseball’s most unusual con- 
tracts with Connie Mack, and got $45,000 
for signing it. After Judge Landis’s ruling had 
cut him adrift from Detroit, McCoy joined 
up with the A’s at $10,000 a year for two years 
—and the right to play second base regularly. 
You might say he*owns the Athletics’ key- 
stone sack —for the next two years, anyway. 

Right now, big-league managers are plot- 
ting many major line-up shifts. This might 
mean stardom for players who have been mis- 
cast and mediocre; more important, it might 
mean a pennant for the club. 

If Detroit’s juggling of York and Green- 
berg works out, or if the planned spring shift 
of First Baseman Hal Trosky to the outfield 


clicks for Cleveland’s Indians, 
both of which clubs are perennial 
Yankee-challengers, the Ameri- 
can League situation may ex- 
plode in the faces of the com- 
placent champs. 

Turning to the National 
League, Don Padgett’s spring 
lessons in catching at the Cardi- 
nals’ Florida base may make the 
Redbirds the pennant winners 
in October. 

Two years ago Branch Rickey, 


referred to by intimates as “Ths y 


Brain” of the St. Louis Care 


nals, told Outfielder Don Padgett” 


to don a mask and mattress, and 
to catch. 

The tall Carolinian tried it, 
but soon tossed up the job. “I 
can’t catch,” he squawked. *‘and 
I don’t want to.’’ 

‘Learn how to catch,” pontifi- 

cated Mr. Rickey, 
‘‘and you will share 
in a World Series 
melon with this 
club in a year.” 
Money talks. 
Padgett said he’d 


try. But it was hard for him to fold his six- 
feet-two into- a crouch behind the plate. 
Several times he wanted to give up. 

But Branch Rickey still stuck to his guns. 
Last spring he said, “If Manager Ray Blades 
can keep that fellow behind the bat for 100 
games this year, we'll win the pennant.” 

But Blades couldn't. Although Padgett 
practically lived in a mask that spring, while 
Cardinal tacticians gave him an intensive 
course in handling pitchers, the big fellow 
still caught like a man wearing boxing gloves. 
During that season Blades had to yank Don 
out-of tight ball games, for even the big 
Padgett bat couldn't outweigh his gaucheries 
on the freld. 

So Padgett caught only sixty-one games, 
although he was a .399 hitter, leading the 
National League -batting averages. Rickey 
was right -- the Cardinals just missed the 
flag. 

But the Padgett experiment goes on apace 
this spring. The things that Don didn’t learn 
last season, he'll learn this spring in the Car- 
dinal camp — perhaps and maybe. 

So the spring-training season, often scoffed 
at, isn’t the sun-tan spree that you might 
Suspect. 

Could a

juggling stunt, like that involving a Padget’ 9 


or a Trosky, win a flag? 

It did in 1935 when Charley Grimm, man- 
aging the Cubs, took a flop second baseman. 
planted him in the outfield during spring 
training and kept him there for every game 
during the season. Augie Galan, who had 
fumbled ground balls and failed to make even 
easy double plays as a second baseman during 
his first year with the Cubs, seemed to pick 
up outfielding in ten easy lessons in training 
camp. He hit .314 that season, fielded flaw- 
lessly to fill a gaping void in the Chicago out- 
field, led the league in stolen bases and 
sparked Grimm's team to a pennant. 

Even the world-champion Yankees, for- 
bidden now to trade within their own league 
as long as they remain on top, may have to 
reinforce their winning line-up this spring 
with ‘‘made-over’’ ballplayers from their farm 
system. Until now, the Yanks have ofté: 
traded for, or bought, ‘spare parts’’: now, if 
they need an infielder, they will have to use 
what they have in stock, or perhaps trans- 
plant a performer from some other part of 
the diamond. 

Edward Grant Barrow, president of the 
champions, knows how vital to success these 
shifts can be. Three of the greatest stars to 
play under Barrow in his fifty-year base- 
ball career were badly miscast at the start, 
yet Babe Ruth, Ben Chapman and Joe Di- 
Maggio were all eventually juggled into their 
proper grooves by discerning managers, and 
all developed into superstars who helped win 
world championships.

Browne was pre 
sented with a ‘‘prob- 
lem.’ If that was the 
German idea of warfare, 1t was time 
someone in America set about pro- 
tecting our own nation from U-boats 

There were not more than a few 
million other Americans who gave the 
matter considerable thought then, but 
there were no Brownes among them. 
From 1915 on, literally thousands ot 
weird antisubmarine devices poured 
in on the swamped Navy Department 
in Washington, but no _ half-baked 
ideas came in from Browne's labora- 
tory, where Browne, week after week, 
seated in an ancient leathered chair, 
surrounded by -the’ Roentgen-ray 
equipment that was his passion, pon- 
dered what electricity might do to kill 
off U-boats 

[It took nearly two years to work it 
out. But on that day in April, 1917, 
when America, outraged beyond en- 
durance by Germany's murderous L- 
boat campaign, at last declared war, 
Browne shoved his plans into a brief 
case, jammed on his hat, and caught 
a train for Washington. His time had 
come 

In Washington, Browne found 
ripe situation. It was apparent to 
every strategist in our Navy Depart 
ment and in the Brittsh Admiralty in 
London, that the answer to the U-boat 
campaign was to seal up the exits to 
the North Sea by munes across the 
English Channel and between Scot- 
land and Norway, making it 1mpossi- 
ble for the U-boats to get out into the 
broad Atlantic and prey on the vital 
streams of shipping flowing to Britain 
and France 

‘‘Seal them up in their holes,’’ was 
the universal cry. “‘instead ot chasing 
them all over the ocean once they've 
escaped to sea!” 

But how was it to be done? The 
English Channel, twenty miles across, 
might perhaps be mined, but between 
Scotland and Norway stretched 250 
miles of open ocean from 400 to 900 
feet deep! Naval experts threw up 
their hands at the prospect of building 
a 250-mile-long mine barrier in such 
deep water. Particularly since the only 
known type of mine, which was usu- 
ally planted only -ten or twenty feet 
below the surface, would be totally 
ineffective: all a U-boat had to doto 
penetrate a barrier of these mines was 
to dive to sixty feet below the surface 
and swim under. it. And all U-boats 
could safely dive to 200 feet; some 
even to 300 feet. 

To attempt to plant rows of mines 
in vertical layers, spaced thirty or

: wire, an electric cur- 
fires the mine rent would flow 
down the wire to fire a deep-set mine, 
which would promptly flatten out the 
U-boat like a pancake 

Browne had his troubles those first 
days in Washington. He had to con- 
vince the naval experts already 
tired of suggestions that his hook- 
up would actually work as he 
claimed 

But he was a shrewdly persistent 
engineer, and he finally won over the 
skeptics 

As it was ultimately worked out 
between the naval mine experts and 
Browne, the Browne-rigged mine con- 
sisted of the usual heavy square an- 
chor, a mooring cable on a reel, a 
buoyant spherical mine case contain- 
ing 300 pounds of TNT and Browne's 
electrical relay apparatus to fire the 
charge. A thin copper antennae wire 
terminating in a copper float reached 
to within a few feet of the surface, 
while the mine itself could be set to 
float at any depth desired beneath the 
sea, so low that no submarine was 
likely to be able to pass beneath it 
{nv U-boat at any depth that rubbed 
against the copper wire would immedt- 
ately shoot a current down to the 
mine, and the concussion of the ex- 
plosion would tear the craft all to 
pieces 

With Browne’s device, one elec- 
trically-fired mine would do the work 
of trom six to ten of the old type, and 
the North Sea mine barrage became 
feasible 

Some five hundred manufacturers 
all over America turned to producing 
the required 100,000 mines and 30,- 
000,000 pounds of TNT with which to 
load them 

Under Captain R. R. Belknap eight 
American mune-planters, in thirteer 
excursions during 1918, laid nearly 
70,000 mines between Norway an 
Scotland to form an electrical curtai 
of death, in which U-boat after U-boat 
mysteriously disappeared — without 
a trace 

That North Sea mine barrage, pe! 
haps America’s most effective cont 
bution to the War, devastating! 
shattered the morale of the U-boai 
navy and finished off the Kaiser's 
most important threat to Allied su- 
premacy. 

And it all began in the mind of a

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MAKE ONE PICTURE AT A TIME -— by FuLTon WiuiaMs 


e Good grouping makes this one picture of 


“Composition” sounds 
hard, but it's easy; and 
fine snapshots need it 


AVE you ever noticed, when 
looking through your old 
prints, that some snapshots are 

thoroughly uninteresting, whereas 
others are no better technically and 
yet seem to have a certain something 
that might be called charm, or eye 
appeal ? 

You can see the difference even more 
graphically by having a number of 
snapshooters go out and photograph 
the same subject or scene. Each one 
may bring back a perfect exposure and 
a swell print, yet one is pretty sure to 
stand out above the others. 

Eight times out of ten the difference 
will be in a little matter that the 
artists call ““composition’’: that is, a 
melodious arrangement of lines that 
appeal to the eye, just as a good piece 
of music is arranged to please the ear. 

Artists have debated the fine points 
of composition for generations — but

For one thing, never cut a picture 
evenly in half, either vertically or 
horizontally. That is, if you are shoot- 
ing a landscape, don’t have the horizon 
line run right through the middle of 
the picture: get it above center or 
below center and avoid the deadly 
monotony of perfect balance. Perhaps 
in this kind of a shot you have a 
gorgeous sky full of clouds. Well, let 
the horizon come below center: make 
it two-thirds sky and one-third earth. 
On the other hand, the greater interest 
may be in the trees, the buildings or 
the vista. All right, then reverse the 
ratio and make it two-thirds earth. In 
either event you are recording one 
good picture at a time instead of two 
mediocre ones. 

Or maybe you want to snap a 
beautiful elm tree outlined against the 
sky. Put it smack in the center of your 
finder and you'll likely get a beautiful 
picture of the elm but it will be an 
uninteresting shot. Try again, but 
shift the tree to the left or right of the 
finder’s center: throw it a trifle off 
exact balance and the tree becomes 
real and intriguing. 


Another sound rule is always to 
have a single point of interest. This 
sounds abstract until you look at the 
most common. violation of this rule: 
the typical Sunday snapshot of three 
or four people lined up in a row 
gaping at the camera. What’s wrong 
with it? It is four pictures of indi- 
viduals on one piece of paper it is 
not one picture of four individuals, as it 
should be 

For contrast, look at the accom 
panying illustration: a swell shot of 
three children. What catches your 
eye’? The newspaper? Then where does 
it go? Right around the circle of the 
three heads and back to the paper. It 
will go round and round and round as 
often as you like, but it won’t be 
drawn away from the main idea of the 


picture or be distracted by incons« 
quential details, because this is one 
picture of three individuals 

Notice, too, how this snapshooter 
has placed his subjects to get the best 
out of them. Beginners seem to have 
a passion for showing all details of 
their subjects, hence everybody must 
be standing or sitting in a row. No 
neophyte would have the courage to 
cut off that

“The strangest was that of 
Ruth,” laughs Barrow, who managed 
the Big Bam at Boston before the 
Yankees bought him. “Everybody 
gives me credit for making an out- 
fielder out of the Babe. Actually, | 
didn’t. It was Ruth himself.’ 

The Babe was one of the best south- 
paw pitchers baseball ever saw. From 
1915 through 1918 he -won seventy- 
seven games for the Boston Red Sox,

and pitched twenty-nine consecutive 
scoreless innings in two World Series, 
both of which Boston won. 

‘‘But he was such a mighty hitter 
that I used him in the outfield on days 
when he wasn’t pitching,’’ Barrow 
explains. “‘One day ‘in midseason, 
@°' Ruth came to me and said, ‘Mr. 

sarrow, it’s wearing me down. [’ll 
have to either quit pitching or out 
fielding; I can’t do both.” He didn’t 
say which he preferred, but I knew 
how that big guy loved to hit. So I 
said, ‘From now on, Babe, you’re an 
outfielder.” Know what he said? ‘Mr. 
Barrow, if I get more rest, I'll hit .400 
in this league every year!’ ”’ 

The Babe was almost 100 per cent 
correct. The next season, when he was 
sold to the Yankees, Manager Miller 
Huggins took the big fellow to spring- 
training camp, put him in the outfield 
and kept him there; relieved of tiring 
pitching duties, Ruth hit .376. He was 
on his way to fame. 

“But the noteworthy thing, in my 
opinion,” Barrow says, “is that Ruth 
switched to the outfield and really 
became a star out there, aside from his 


oi That man never made a mis- 


ake while in uniform!” 


Ben Chapman’s switch in the 
Yankee cast was more sudden and 
startling. In the spring of 1931 Ben 
was playing his second season in the 
Yankee infield. He had always been 
an infielder, even in the minors. 

“Though a fine hitter, Ben was one 
of those ‘Lord help us’ second base- 
men says Barrow. “‘That’s what 
we'd mutter every time a ball was hit 
to him.”’ 

That spring, three Yankee out- 
fielders in succession went out of the 
line-up with injuries, and Manager 
Joe McCarthy put Chapman out on 
the grass patrol. Ben was a success 


from the start, with his strong throw 
ing arm and his speed. 


Joe DiMaggio, brilliant Yankee 
outfielder whose fielding feats have 
matched his slugging in the big show, 
made nine errors in his first game in 
organized baseball — as a shortstop. 

“IT did everything that day but 
swallow the ball,’’ laughs Jolting Joe. 

But the following spring, Jimmy 
Caveney, a shrewd manager who had 
mentally catalogued the shamefaced 
young shortstop as a prospect, because 
he liked the kid’s style at the plate, 
put Joe in the San Francisco outfield 
for a tryout. DiMaggio learned the 
trade quickly; and Caveney hadn’t 
been wrong about his hitting form, for 
he hit safely in sixty-one straight ball 
games that The Yankees 
bought Joe the next year 

Now the fumbling, wild-throwing 
shortstop has become the smooth out- 
fielder whose loping style is the pat- 
tern of perfection.

Almost half the ballplayers who 
make good in the big show played at 
some other position during a mis- 
guided youth.

SO THAT'S HOW IT WAS 


HE origin of the postal card is 

credited by the best authorities 

to a Herr Stephan, who thought 
of the idea when he was postmaster 
general of Prussia. At a conference 
held in Karlsruhe in 1865 he outlined 
his plan for postal-card mail. His sug- 
gestion, unfortunately, met with scant 
consideration. 

However, the idea was submitted by 
a foresighted Viennese, a Dr. Herrman, 
to the Austrian postal system in 1869 
and was immediately accepted. The 
postal card enjoyed instantaneous suc- 
cess, for within the first three months 
foHowing its issuance about 3,000,000 
were used in Austria. Germany then 
incorporated the postal card in its mail 
service. 

In 1870 England adopted the idea 
and on the first day that postal cards 
became available approximately 
500,000 of them taxed the London 
Post Office facilities. 

They were first used in the United 
States on May 1, 1873. Their instant 
popularity is attested by the fact that 
about 60,000,000 of them were sold 
in the course of the year following 
their introduction here. 

For several years only the so-called 
“government” postal cards were per- 
mitted by the various countries. When 


private cards, whose mailing price was 
the regular postal rate, were finally 
admitted, their use grew to tremendous 
proportions, especially after the intro- 
duction of our now familiar ‘‘picture’’ 
post cards.
